the alarm as stated a^ >ve. 


It appears that fire Lad been smol­ 
dering all night in the house of 
Dr. 


Van Meter, situated on Ashby avenue 
between Shattuck and Adeline street, 
directly opposite from where. Newbery 
street connects 
with Ashby avenue. 


The building was a two story 
frame 
and 
cost about $3000 when 
built 
Some additions have been, made to it, 
since it was first erected. 
Exactly how 
the fire started is not known. 
The 
house was occupied by Mrs. Van Met­ 
er, Mrs. Cronan and a child. 
Mrs.

Meter is sick. 
About daylight 
one of the ladies was awakened by a 
choking sensation and she soon be­ 
came aware that the house was full 01

there and

get their names. 
The clothing of the 
occupants was all burned. 


Insurance to the amount of $3000 


is reported as being on the building 
There was some on the furniture but 
the amount could not be learned. The 
house was the property of Dr. Van 
Meter. 


Something should be done for the 
protection of this part of the town to 
prevent its entire destruction by fire 
some day or night. 
A great many 
houses 
have been

in South 
Berkeley during the past two or three 
yfcars and the means for protection 
against fire has not kept pace with it. 


It is unfortunate that it should need 
such art occurence as happened this 
morning to make the need of fire pro­ 
tection visible. 
If by chance there 
had been any way of a draught of air 
getting through the building before the 
smoke had penetrated 
upwards and 
awakened one of the ladies it would 
have been impossible to have saved 
the lives of any of them. 
The escape 


was a close and providential one.

Dlokens' 
brother, 
A n g n s t n s 
Dickens, and Mrs. Angttsttu) Dickens liv­ 
ed for some time and until their death In 
a house o n the site of 068 North Clark 
street, Chicago. Recent Inquiries concern­ 
ing the title to the realty hare brought 
ont surprising details concerning Augus­ 
tus Dickens and his brother. 
The disclo­ 
sures n o w made for the first time not only 
explain w h y Dickens would not come to 
Chicago when reading In this country, but 
also w h y he never defended himself against 
the charge that he had been unnatural and 
heartless to a member of his own family 
In indigence 


A u g u s t u s DickShs was born in 1827 and 
was 
therefore 
16 years younger 
than 
Charles Diokens. 
The elder brother be­ 
came tenderly attached to the younger, 
who was an infant when he was beginning 
to take on the responsibilities of a man. 
The love of Charles for Augustus 
never 
suffered interruption. 
H e cared for him 
until A u g u s t u s was able to take care of 
himself. 


Like a taper suddenly blown out, A u ­ 
gustus disappears from the annals of the 
Diokens family. He had married. Charles 
Dickens went o n working, and his o w n 
life became shadowed with domestic grief. 
One day In the early sixties Augustus ap­ 
peared among the clerks of the Illinois 
Central Railroad 
company in Chicago 
Inert, Indifferent and thriftless. He wasted 
his slender salary on liquor, and the horns 
ho occupied with Mrs. Dickens on North 
Clark street was understood to have been 
acquired with uiuu»y given her by her fa­ 
ther. 


When Charles Dickens came to give his 
great series of readings in the 
United 
States, the fellow 
clerks of Augustus 
Dickens, knowing the struggle the hap­ 
less m a n was making against his adopted 
vice, wrote to the novelist kindly at 
first, 
telling him of the distress of his brother's 
family and gently intimating it would be 
worthy the fame of the great writer If 
thotr condition should be relieved 
n o w 
that it was brought to his notice. 


A 
second letter entreated Dickens t o 
come to Chicago, not only to see for him­ 
self the plight of his brother, the original 
o f " B o z , " b u t also to give the people of 
the city an opportunity to hoar and wel­ 
come him. 
Appeal, entreaty, 
finally 
pro­ 
test, brought no sign from Charles Dick­ 
ens except a brief 
statement 
that 
his^j 
American arrangements were in the hands 
of his agent, Mr. Dolby, and that they did 
n o t include a visit to Chicago. 
Indigna­ 
tion succeeded sympathy among those who 
know that Augustus was a brother to the 
now rich and famous writer. Thoy assum­ 
ed that he remained away because ooming 
m i g h t compel him to make provision for 
A u g u s t u s and his wife, who were both In 
poor health. 
The newspapers scored the 
novelist unmercifully. 


Not long after the novelist returned to 
London A u g u s t u s died. 
On Christmas 
eve, 1868, Mrs. Dickens swallowed a dose 
of morphine and died. 
The empty vial 
told of suicide. The death of Mrs. Diokens 
•was attributed to grief for her husband 
and chagrin over the apparent willful in­ 
difference of his celebrated brother. 


When the question of the disposal of 
the homestead came up in the probate 
court, a strange fact was discovered. The 
property was not in the name of Augustus 
Dickens nor of Bertha Dickens, but of Ber­ 
tha Phillips. 
Mrs. Diokens' friends hush­ 
ed the matter up at once. It was necessary 
to send to and reoeive communication from 
London. 
Before the legal details 
were 
completed for disposal of the material in­ 
terest the fire came and destroyed the rec­ 
ords of the probate' court. 
The residuary 
interest that had been acquired was quiet­ 
ly transferred. 
But for recent tracing of 
the title probably the truth would never 
have been brought out, and Charles Diok­ 
ens would have continued, In the minds 
of all who thought they knew the facts, 
little better than a monster toward his 
own kith. 


Bertha 
Phillips 
was a daughter of 
Charles Phillips, for many years one of 
the most eloquent lawyers In the United 
Kingdom. 
Augustus deserted his blind 
wife, w h o becamo a member of the novel­ 
ist's family. H o w Augustus Dickens came 
into contact with the daughters of Charles 
Phillips Is unknown. 
The family 
were 
attractive, and their home was one of 
the 
places In London where "everybody who 
was anybody'' was sure to be found. Phil­ 
lips lived to 1859 and left a fortune esti­ 
mated a t (200,000. 


After the death of her father and of Au­ 
gustus Dickens Bertha found herself hope­ 
less and desolate and killed herself. 
Per­ 
haps she had ceased t o have communica­ 
tion with the surviving members of 
her 
own family. 
Perhaps she had hoped to 
the last that Charles Diokens, after 
the 
death of poor Henrietta, would 
forgive 
his wayward brother and restore him to 
the old place in his heart. 
What the truth 
was will never be known. 


Charles Diokens could neither condone 
the fault the two erring ones had commit­ 
ted nor could he repair its consequences. 
H e could make no explanation in his o w n 
defense that would not have exposed the 
innocent to shame and inculpated In stat­ 
utory crime his own brother and one w h o m 
that unfortunate man was bound t o pro­ 
tect as beet he could since they had chosen 
to cast aside all moral obligations and take 
the consequences. 


Every trace of the blighted household 
disappeared long since from the city. T h e 
occupants of the old site of A u g u s t a s 


0 woman with the sibilant voice 
And swish of silken robe. 
Canst thou recall a time like this, 
Upon another globe, 
When thou and I met face to face— 
A tawny lion I, 
A python thou, with gleams of gold. 
And no live creature nighf 


Thou wprkest now the same; methinkg 
My senses swoon again. 
1 feel the serpent's stealthy ooila 
That crushed and killed me then! 
But once again the lion's heart 
Arises from the past. 
And with it human power doth oome 
To conquer thee at last.

The 
Imposing Ceremony That Napoleon 
Ordered For His Son. 


The month of June in the year 1811 
seemed the crowning point of all the mag­ 
nificence of the first empire;. 
It was a 
month of display—one continued fete—In 
honor of the little king's baptism. 


Philip hnd Been one of the retinue that 
had escorted the imperial family from St. 
Cloud to the Tuilerles on the afternoon of 
the 6th of Juno. 
With the other pages he 
had hung upon the backboard of the im­ 
perial coach, as on the next day—Sunday, 
the 7th of June—It was driven through a 
living lane of glittering helmets a n * nod­ 
ding plumes, where a double row of the 
troops of the line and of the lmportal guard 
stretohed from the palace of the Tuilerles 
to the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 
Under 
the garlanded portal and into the bril­ 
liantly lighted church he had passed as 
one of the glittering 
procession. A n d 
there, In sight of a throng of princes and 
peers, of groat officials of the crown, of 
cardinals and bishops and archbishops, of 
the senate, the court and the mayors of 
the great cities of the empire, regal In a 
coat of silver tissue embroidered with er­ 
mine and with Its train uphold by a mar­ 
shal nf the empire; with his mother, the 
empress, walking In Imperial state under 
one gorgeous canopy, and his famous fa­ 
ther, the emporor, under another gorgeous 
canopy; with a princess bearing his bap­ 
tismal candle, a princess holding his chrism 
cloth, a countess carrying his saltcellar 
and all about him princes and 
dukes, 
chamberlains and marshals, grand'' eagles,' 
grand equerries, grand masters and grand 
—lots of other things! 
With ushers and 
heralds and orderlies and pages; support­ 
ed by his nurses and governesses; withlkn 
emporor for a godfather and a queen fat a 
godmother—this one little baby, Francis 
Charles Joseph Napoloca^ Bonaparto, k i n g 
of Rome and heir to France, was presented 
for baptism at the high altar of the grand 
old church which had been the scene of so 
many great and marvelous and curious 
ceremonials, 
but never of one more mag­ 
nificent than this, 


So the baby was baptized. Then in sight 
of the whole assembly, while the organ 
pealed out the "Jubilate," and the first 
herald at arms, standing In the choir, cried 
out, "Long live the king of Home I" the 
baby's proud father held his son aloft 
where all might see his little 
magnifi­ 
cence. 
Then all the crowded church, all 
the packed square without and all t h e lis­ 
tening city raised*a mighty shout: " L o n g 
live the king of Rome I 
Long live the em­ 
peror I"—From " A Boy of the First Em­ 
pire," by Klbrldge S. Brooks, In St. Nich­ 
olas. 


Trout Fishing; at Night. 


In the clear streams of wostern 
N e w 
York (including the celebrated 
Spring 
creek of Caledonia) in which I have fished 
for several years It is the custom to do a 
great deal of night 
fishing 
In July 
and 
August, as at that season the large fish 
seem to be moving and feeding only at 
night. 
Many anglers there do not start 
for the stream till after dark during the 
hot weather, and though smaller trout 
will rise at dark as before the largest 
ones are almost invariably taken 
much 
later, particularly on warm nights. 


Of courso the leaders and flies used at 
night are much larger than those used In the 
daytime, and a long cast is not necessary. 
It is the custom to let the fly Blnk, and a 
bit of worm on the fly is a great help, 
though of course one docs not dwell on 
that feature when telling about his catch 
the next day. 
The flies used are the red 
and brown hackles, grizzly king, white 
miller, etc. 


I have taken many trout when it was 
so dark I could not see the fly or the sur­ 
face of the water for that matter. One 
pool in particular I remember that was,] 
entirely surrounded and overhung with 
large forest trees, ami at 10 o'clock at 
night was as dark as any place I ever saw, 
yet I have taken trout there often at that 
hour during August.—Forest and Stream.

The 
General 
Way 
In Which a Victorious 
Was 
Honored. 
In anolent Rome a triumph was a n hon­ 
or awarded to generals for decisive battles 
over foreign enemies. 
It was never'grant­ 
ed for victories achieved In civil war. 
The 
power of granting a triumph rested with 
the senate, and it was a prime condition 
that the victorious general on his return 
from war should not enter the city until 
the triumphal procession 
should esoort 
him. 


This procession was headed by t h e mag­ 
istrates and the senate. 
Then came the 
trumpeters, w h o were followed b y the 
spoils, 
which 
Included 
arms, 
statutes, 
standards and representations of battles 
and of the towns, rivers and mountains of 
the oonquered oountry. Next came the vic­ 
tims Intended for sacrifice. 
A s a rule, 
these, victims were white oxen with gilded 
horns. 
They were followed by the prison­ 
ers that had been kept to grace the tri­ 
umph, and after the prisoners came the 
chariot in which was seated the trium- 
phator or victorious general. 


The chariot was covered with laurel, 
and the trlumphator was attired In a robe 
of purple and gold. 
In his right hand he 
held a laurel branch and in his left an 
ivory scepter. 
A slave held the golden 
crown of Jupiter above his head and kept 
saying to h i m : 


"In the midst of all thy glory,victorious 
one, remember that thou art but a mortal 
m a n . " 


Last came the soldiers singing songs 
and shouting, "Io trlumphel" 


This procession started from the Cam­ 
pus Martius, outside the city walls, and 
passod through the city to the oapltol. 
Triumph days were gala days in Rome. 
The stroets were gay with garlands and 
gorgeous colors and the temples were all 
thrown open. 


When the procession reached the temple 
of Jupiter on the capitol, the trlumphator 
placed tho laurel branch on the lap of the 
flguro of Jupiter, tho prisoners were put 
to death, and thank offerings were made. 
A feast prepared for the magistrates and 
the senate and sometimes for the soldiers 
and the people concluded tho triumph fes­ 
tivities. 


Tho triumph must have been a much 
coveted honor, for wo are told that Lucul- 
lus on his return from Asia waited outside 
of Rome throe years for his.—Philadelphia 
Times.

V a u x had his offices on the second 
floor and kept Dougherty to his agreement 
until he built up a good practice and went 
elsewhere.—Philadelphia Times. 


Them Depends Their Descendants' 
Good or Bad Fortune. 


A Chinaman depends upon his ancestors 
for all the good fortune ho enjoys. H i s 
wealth, power and happiness, his success 
In business and even the beauty and in­ 
telligence of his children are all due to the 
favorable influence of their spirits, and 
therefore he worships them. 
A great deal 
depends upon the manner and place in 
which one's ancestors are buried. 
It is a 
common practice for a Chinaman to re­ 
move their bodies from one burial place to 
another in case he does not enjoy the pros­ 
perity to which he considers himself en­ 
titled. 


Last fall a gentleman of this city accom­ 
panied one of the most learned members 
of the Chinese legation to the soldiers' 
cemetery at Arlington, 
and while 
they 
were wandering under the beautiful oaks 
the lattor pointed out several proper loca­ 
tions for burial. 
He explained that any 
man who should bury his ancestors in a 
certain place whioh he pointed out would 
certainly enjoy great wealth. 
H e would 
prosper in business and accumulate money 
rapidly. 
Another location was 
favorable 
for tho burial of the ancestors of one who 
aspires to political Influence. 


The advantageous conditions of each site 
were explained according to the mythical 
superstition of the race, and the 
China­ 
man expressed his amazement that Amer­ 
icans should be so indifferent to them. In 
China If an ambitious Chinaman 
does 
not advance as rapidly as he desires, he at­ 
tributes his failure to the disaffection of 
his ancestors with the site selected for 
their burial and removes their bones, with 
great ceremony, to another which he con­ 
siders more favorable. 
If he does not then 
succeed, he moves them elsewhere 
and 
keeps on doing so until he enjoys better 
luck or gives up in despair.—Chicago Rec­ 
ord. 


A Much Translated Book. 


Of "Don Quixote" it may be said, sav­ 
ing only the Bible, it has been translated 
oftener and Into more languages than any 
other book. A recent Spanish editor, Don 
Lopez, do Fabra, enumerates 150 editions 
of the Spanish maaterpieoe in foreign lan­ 
guages. 
That computation is certainly 
short of the truth. 


Not only are there more translations In 
English of "Don Quixote" than any oth­ 
er, language, but it is England which from 
the first has done more honor to the au­ 
thor's work than any other oountry. The 
first critical edition of " D o n Quixote" i n 
Spanish, w i t h the first life of Cervantes, 
by Mayans y Sluoapj w a s published in Lon 
don in 1788, more than 40 years before the 
Spaniards had aroused themselves to do 
honor to their greatest writer. 


This edition, in four handsome volumes, 
was printed sumptuously In all the glory 
of the Tonson press under the auspices of 
Lord Carteret at an age when "Don Quix­ 
ote" 
was still appearing in his native 
country on filthy ballad paper i n execra­ 
ble type, uncorrected and 
unadorned.— 
Notes and Queries.

In an article on the oorroaion of metals 
by sea and other water by M. IT. Bauoher, 
published In La Berne Maritime ft Oolo- 
nielle, the suggestion) is made thatithe not 
infrequent anomalies maybe due to the 
action of micro organisms, which, infest­ 
ing some particular harbor, may give rise 
to oprrosive secretions which are absent 
in the general waters of the ocean. 
Thus 
plates of pore aluminium Immersed by 
American engineers In the Norfolk roads 
for a period of three months were badly 
corroded at the end Of that time. 
On the 
other hand, experiments made in Franco 
showed that commercial aluminium was 
practically nnattaoked by sea water, and 
In one instance two aluminium plates 
fixed to the bottom of a French sailing 
ship were found practically uninjured aft­ 
er a voyage round the world. 


M. Bauoher therefore determined to ex­ 
amine sea water obtained from different 
localities. 
The amount of salts contained 
In sea water varies from 18.14 parts per 
1,000 in the Atlantic ocean to as much an 
40.7 parts per 1,000 near Marseilles. Hence 
if Introduced into boilers the Medlterra j 
nean water is more likely to cause damage ; 
than ocean water. Near estuaries and the j 
shoreline generally a considerable propor­ 
tion of nitrates are found, arising from far- ! 
menting organio matter.

Thirty Founds of Stone Broken Up by One 
Pound of Wood. 


At Bangalore, in southern India, the 
quarrying of granite slabs by means of 
wood fire has been brought to such perfec­ 
tion that an account of the method is In­ 
teresting. 
The rock forms solid masses 
uninterrupted by cracks for several hun­ 
dreds of feet, and when quarried over an 
area is treated as follows: A narrow line 
of wood fire, perhaps seven feet long, Is 
gradually elongated and at the same time 
moved forward over the tolerably even sur­ 
face of solid rook. 
The line of Are is pro­ 
duced by dry logs of light wood, which 
have been left burning in their position 
until strokes with a hammer indicate that 
the rook in front of the fire has become 
detached from the main mass underneath. 
The burning wood is then pushed forward 
a few inches and left until the hammer 
again indicates that the slit has extended. 


thus the fire Is moved on, and at the 
same time the length of the line of fire is 
Increased and made to be convex on the 
side of the fresh rock, the maximum length 
of the arc amounting to about 25 feet. It 
is only on this advancing line of fire that 
any heating takes place, the portion which 
has been traversed being left to itself. 
This latter portion Is covered with t h e 
ashes left by the wood and with thin splin­ 
ters whioh have been burst off. These 
splinters are only of about one-eighth of 
an inch in thickness and a few inches 
across. They are quite Independent of the 
general splitting of the rook, whioh Is all 
the time going on at a depth of about five 
inohes from the Burface. 


The burning lasts eight hours, and the 
line of Are advances at the average rate of 
nearly six feet an hour. The area actually 
passed over by the line of fire is 460 square 
feet, but as the crack extends about three I 
feet on either side beyond the flre the area 
of the entire slab whioh is set free meas­ 
ures about 740 square feet. 
All this is 
done with, maybe, about 16 hundredweight 
of wood. 
Taking the average thickness 
of the stone at 5 Inches and Its specific 
gravity as 2.62, the result is 80 pounds of 
stone quarried with one pound of wood.— 
Nature.

Hen t o W h o m Traveling Is Maamal and 
W h o Wander AU Over t h e Union. 


Knife grinders in this town retain the 
wandering Instinct that has belonged to 
their craft from time Immemorial. 
Being 
peripatetic, it is .a simple and easy thing 
to prolong a day's walk to the next city, 
and so by degrees all over the Union. 
They are seldom native Americans, never 
negroes and as often as not Germans. 
They are found in large numbers on the 
east side and on the west, but are seldom 
seen in the main business thoroughfares. 
Their best customers used to be the butch­ 
ers, but the traveling tool shop, with all 
the appliances for sharpening edged tools, 
setting saws and repairing cutlery, has 
somowhat out Into the trade of the wan­ 
dering knife grinder. 
Scissors grinding 
for nonprofessional women is now an Im­ 
portant part of their trade, and in many 
country districts they are called soissors 
grinders. 


The knife grinder's outfit is bought in 
Mulberry street,' the resort of all sorts of 
peripatetic persons. 
It • costs from $6 to 
f 10 and should include besides tho frame, 
treadle and driving wheel a small grind­ 
stone for larger articles, a smaller one of 
sandstone for fine outlery, a file and a 
whetstone. 
The last two articles and a 
few other trifles are stored In a little olonnt 
between the legs of the frame. The wheels 
will last from eight to ten years, and the 
franio, with proper repairing, half a life­ 
time. 
Tho whole thing is light enough 
for a man of moderate strength to carry 
all day long without overexerting himself. 
Some knife grinders have routes that are 
not seriously interfered with *by their fel­ 
lows, but every Important thoroughfare Is 
visited dally by Beveral. 
They are treated 
with more consideration than peddlers 
and are recognized, especially In the Ger­ 
man quarter, as a public convenience. 


Somo of the knife grindors Insist upon 
grinding with a dry stouo, a custom that 
many owners of outlery object to on the 
ground tnat It tends to spoil the temper of 
stoel. The dry grindors have a deft way of 
turning the knife so that It doos not be­ 
come too much heated by being long upon 
the stone. 
Dry grinding is economical to 
tho grinder since It wears the stone slowly. 


The 
characteristic 
tlng-a-llng, 
ting, 
ting, tlng-a-ling, ting, ting of the knife 
grinder is traditional and unique. It is 
kept up a long time by a mechanical 
movement of the wrist that 
gradually 
gives the muscles Involved great powor. 
The movement of the bell Is very slight, 
and the muscular effort is B O timed that 
tho motion of walking shall aid in pro­ 
ducing the sound. It is uniform, and In 
time it becomes almost involuntary. A 
few grinders have substituted the voice or 
the bugle for the bell, but the traditional 
alarm Is the most agreeable to persons 
that find pleasure in the conservation of 
trade and plcturesqueness In its uniform­ 
ity with the past. 


A little Swiss knife grinder of no age 
In particular, speaking German, French 
and English, as is the way with many 
Swiss, declares that he has gone tinkling 
about this oity for ten years and has be­ 
sides seen Boston, Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more, Pittsburg and places between. He 
takes an expert's prido in his trade and 
declines to water his wheel, though knives 
are withhold In consequence and receipts 
fall off.—Now York Sun. 


Ball Bearing! For Wagons. 


So much has been said as to the effl)» 
clency or othorwise of ball bearings for 
wagons as to give Bpeclal value to Profes­ 
sor Sweet's remark recently in The Rural 
New Yorker—viz, that such bearings are 
successful only when the balls themselves 
are of the highest quality and the shells 
and axles are of the best steel, hardened 
and ground to tho,hlghost perfection. He 
says that the limit of error in tho best does 
not vary more than one-quarter of one- 
thousandth of an inch, or one-fourth tho 
thickness of tissue paper, perfection of 
this kind being very oostly, especially as 
the least dirt destroys the whole gain, for 
If the balls are stopped by any impediment 
they are very soon ruined, and as such ac­ 
curate work Is not likoly to be suitably 
protected or properly oared for In farm 
vohicles it is questionable whether the fail­ 
ures would not more than overbalance the 
advantages. 
Then, too, In the cost of 
drawing a load, a part Is friction and a 
part is overcoming the ground resistance, 
the latter being greater as the road is poor­ 
er, and this has a great bearing on the per­ 
centage of advantage. Professor Sweet de­ 
clares it as his opinion that an infinitely 
better Investment would be to use the 
same money in putting wide tires on the 
wheels and cutting off the front axle so as 
to bring the forward wheels the width of 
the tires nearer together than the hind 
ones. 


California and Her F r u i t 


The fruit fields of the world have been 
wonderfully increased in the last quarter 
of a century, and the eating of fruit has 
consequently become much more general. 
The banana, to take one Instance, was 
quite unknown exoept as a rare dollcacy 
not many years ago. Now It is the pop­ 
ular feature of most fruit barrows and the 
ordinary commodity of every fruiterer. 
California has given us an enormous sup­ 
ply of fruit, whioh by recent Improve­ 
ments Is able to reach Europe In good, 
wholesome 
condition. 
The process of 
drying the prunes is as follows: 
Wide 
trips of linen are laid on the ground, and 
on them is placed the newly ploked fruit. 
The hot sun accomplishes the drying in a 
short while, and then the prunes are care­ 
fully packed for traveling and are trans­ 
ported from the fields to be relished in all 
parts of the world. 
From recent statis­ 
tics it appears that California produces at 
least 8&000,000 pounds of raisins annu­ 
ally. 
There are more than 200,000 acres 
In California under vines, and these yield 
nearly 16,000,000 gallons of wine.—Lon­ 
don "News.
